IT’S  YOUR  BALLOT-USE  IT! 


One  of  the  most  important  activities  df  sum- 
mer student  government  will  occur  today  and 
tomorrow  when  studentbody  officers  are  nom- 
inated and  elected.  Election  of  capable  officers 
is  as  important  during  summer  quarter  as  at 
any  other  time  of  year,  but  the  apathy  which 
in  the  past  has  sometimes  greeted  this  function 
is  appalling. 

It  is  important  in  the  next  two  days  that  stu- 
dents, as  citizens  of  the  university,  recognize 
their  obligation,  first,  to  see  that  capable  peo- 
ple are  nominated  and,  secondly,  to  take  the 
trouble  to  be  informed  voters  when  they  go  to 
the  polls  Friday.  Neither  of  these  obligations 
is  particularly  easy  to  carry  out. 

The  desire  to  serve  the  studentbody  seems 
to  strike  a proportionately  smaller  number 
during  the  summer  than  during  the  regular 
school  year.  We  can  only  hope  that  a larger 


number  than  usual  of  conscientious  students 
will  urge  their  friends  to  try  for  the  office  and, 
when  they  are  turned  down,  will  be  willing  to 
do  it  themselves. 

Being  an  informed  voter,  with  only  one  day 
between  nomination  and  election  is  no  easy 
matter  either.  The  short  time  does,  however, 
nullify  many  of  the  campaign  abuses  which 
occur  during  the  regular  school  year  when  all 
too  many  campaigns  are  based  only  on  catchy 
slogans,  elaborate  posters  and  gimicks  in  what 
sometimes  seems  to  be  a race  to  see  who  has 
the  best  potentials  as  a vaudeville  promoter 
rather  than  a studentbody  officer. 

Again,  we  can  only  hope  tft^t  the  conscien- 
tious student  will  take  the  time  to  look  over 
each  candidate’s  qualifications  rather  than 
judge  him  by  the  lilting  melody  of  his  name  or 
his  patrician  nose.
